trader, land speculator, owner of 
a line of Pacific steamboats, hotel

founder of

tractor. Termed “one 
of 
God's 
gifted children,” the business and 
financial activities of Ben Holla­ 
day reached from New York to 
Oregon. 
Holladay’s life is 
interestingly 
illustrative of the varied and rest­ 
less careers of men

fortunes—and lost them—in 
the 
early days of the West

As a boy,
